The 
Grand Duchy of Baden is the nearest 
neigtbor to the new province, but it is not 
large and rich enough to take care of such 
a possession, inhabited by a people who 
are bitterly opposed to the German rule, 
and for whose government a strong army 
will, doubtless, be necessary for many years 
to come. Bavaria does not seem to be 
apy too eager either to draw this elephant, 
and Prussia, however much she is desirous 
of aggrand:zement, does not dare to offend 
her allies in so open and flagrant a man- 
ner, as to appropriate all the fruits of the 
victory, for which all parties contributed 
so many Victims, for herselt alone. Such 
an act would estrange again the newly- 
awakened sympathies between her and the 
South German States, who watch her with 
jealous eyes; and this would seriously in- 
tertere with the plan of Bismarck, whose 
aim is to achieve a more solid and absolute 
union than exists at present between the 
different parts of the new German Em- 
‘pire. 

So we do not think we are mistaken if 
we attach a good deal of faith to an arti- 
cle that appeared recently in a semi-official 
organ of the Berlin Government. Ac- 
cording to this journal Alsatia and the 
German part of Lorraine will becomé an 
immediate territory and province of the 
German Empire, without being attached 
to any one of the States that compose the 
same, remaining the possession of all mn 
common. It will be governed by an Im- 
periai Viceroy or Governor, the seat of 
whose government will be Strasbourg. He 
will be invested with full sovereign rights

Bat 
in order not to make the Prussian influ- 
ence too predomjnant, immense as the 
right vested in Prussia’s sovereign to ap- 
point a Viceroy makes it, the general. su- 
pervision of the provincial government 
will be in the hands of the German Par- 
liament and Bundesrath, as the only bodies 
that represent the whole German people 
and all the different governments of the 
German Empire. 

It remains to be seen whether the new 
German provinces, which, under the 
French regime were some of the richest 
districts of France, will retain their wealth 
and prosper as well under the new Govern- 
ment. So much iscertain, immense efforts 
will be made to reconcile the inhabitants 
to the change, and the Viceroy will display 
in Strasbourg all the splendor of a regal 
court. More than a milkon of thalers will 
probably be expended for this purpose 
annually. The imperial palaces at Stras- 
bourg and Zabern will be newly fitted up, 
and a gay court will sit there and try to 
soften the teelings of the dissatisfied inhab- 
itants by giving them plenty of pleasure 
and a gayer social life than has reigned 
there heretotore. This can be done all the 
easier as the reyeuues uf the two uewly 
attached provinces have amvuunted hereto- 
fore to about sixty millions of trancs, and 
only about thirty millions were required 
for the administration of ti® country. 
Strasbourg will be a gainer by this state of 
affairs, as the new Government will make 
it ita especial task to restore the splendor 
of the bombarded city. The city will 
present in future all the attractions of a 
European capital. The theaters -and mu- 
seums, libraries, public gardens, and insti- 
tutions of public learning will be sup- 
ported by the Government. There are 
other advantages that aseparate govera. 
ment for Alsatia and Lorraine will bring 
to those countries. One of the most 
prominent objections of the people ot the 
annexed districts to an annexation is the 
Prussian code of laws; but a separate gov- 
ernment and separate legislation would 
secure for them a code adapted to the 
wants of the country. Another object of 
dread is the general conscription; but this 
will lose much of its horrors when we re- 
member that in future the young men of 
those provinces will no longer be dragged 
to Algeria and other distant countries, and 
will remain in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of their homes. The German edu- 
cational system, much superior to that of 
France, will be introduced. Besides these, 
many other adv ntages will contribute to 
reconcile the Alsatians and Lorraine: a 
little to their fage, although it will require 
many years before they can forget the old 
country with whose fortunes they have 
been connected so many years, in whose 
history their fathers have helped to win 
many a glorious page, and to which they 
stick with a tenacity which proves better 
than all the arguments of the Germans 
that they are of German origin, and not 
members of the volatile Gallic race.

same part toward their invaders. As long as 
they are without the necessary energy to take 
the guidence cf their own affairs :ato their 
hatrds, and vindicate their rights, they cer- 
tainly have not the courage to die in behalf of 
their country and its institutions.

It will be remembered that a Kuklux 
raid was Made On the mail-train at North Ben- 
8c station, some time in January, with an ap- 
parent intention to commit such violence on the 
colored route agent as would put him out of the 
way or frighten him into resigning bis postition. 
A guard of regular soldiers was detatled to pro- 
tect bim io subs¢quent trips, but threatening 
di monstrations and rumors at iasi as- 
sumed sucb alarming proportions that 
on Tadursday last be resigned. and reused to 
take any further risks lu the service. The route 
was then @iecontinued by Col. Markland, in ac- 
cordance with the following circular:

A Bemarkable Sermon.

It may not be 
out of place tO mention the sphere of duties 
Father Spalding occupies io this city, a peculiar 
self-abnegation certainly. . Father Spalding, 
though a comparatively young man, has a very 
extended - reputation through this and ad.

More About His Mysterious Death at 
the Planters’ Hotel, New Ore 
leans—Was it a Marder . 
or a Suicide? ~ ~ 


ARREST OF HIS COMPANION. 


The CouRnter-JOURNAL of yesterday gave th: 
particulars of a mysteriou: tregedy at the Piant- 
efs’ House, New Orleans, the circumstances of 
which went to show that Fredin gorge ” 
supposed resident of this city, had 

foully dealt with. The sirguilar tragedy

In consequence of this, he watched 
bim narrowly, and was sot wholly unprepared 
for the tragedy of the pieviousday, He says he 
was frightened when ihe sbot was fircd, ani 
suspected the worst; and tbat when he saw 
bis friend lying wounded im the yard, he 
wcntoffm search of a doctor. When he re- 
turned, the man had been removed to the hos- 
pital, and he wasupable to Ond bim. He sass 
that he was not attempting to evade the police 
at all—he didn't know that he was wanted by 
them. His fears for the reason of his friend 
were frst excited when he beard him talking 
about a “woman.” This women lives on 
Ho:pital street, and was the cause of his 
friend going away. To use his own ex- 
pression be was “mad about her,’ and he be- 
lieved she would drive bim cresy. This woman

and with the sharpest possible competition, have 
felt convinced that planters received the highest 
possible price for their tobacco that its merits 
warranted. We have aiso referred to the faci 
that, io the event prices were not satisfactors, 
the planter bai the right to reject the bid, and 
that the warebouse proprietor was always on 
hand to fully protect bis interest in this reward. 
These are all important features in conducting 
the daily auction «ales of tobacco in this market, 
and they are worthy of the conside:ation of 
planters. We are glad to Know that they are 
fully understood and properly apprectate. 

In our weekly review of the market the Seures 

are always furni:hed by the proprietors of the 
various warehouses, or their books are always 
open and can be consulted at the pieasure of any 
one who has any COL DeClien directly or indirectly 
with the trade. in our weekly issue of Wednes- 
day, February 22d, we bad the tollowisg, made 
up for the week ending February {9t, and which 
appeared in the daily CCURIER-JOURNAL Of Mon- 
day, February 20tb:

HOW IT FEELS, 


A New York Farmer’s Experience 
with Lightning. 


{From the Standard.] 

“— = Mills writes as follows: I was struck 
by lige ehtning under the follewing circum- 
nces: am a farmer, and had gone to the 
asture, aca fourths of a mile from the 
ouse, on horseback, to drive home the cows, 
A heavy shower had just fallen, accompanied 
by much lightning and loud thunder, anda 
little rain was still falliog—we would say it 
was “‘sprinkling.”’ While riding through the 
field I discovered a small cluster of cockle- 
burre, a noxious weed that infests many farms 
in this section of the country. The cattle 
were feeding nearme. [dismounted and held 
the horse in one hand, and proceeded to pull 

up the burrs with the other. 

While stooping to pull up the last one, my 
raspei it close to th: root, the horse 
ng with his head partly over my stoop- 

ing body, a flash of lightning struck the horse, 
entering bis head in and behind his left ear, 
tearing two holes in the skull behind the ear; 
and, though he was wet with the rain, the hair 
was mene. from his head, neck, shoulders and 
one front leg to the ground. He, of course, 
was instantly killed. A emall portien of the 
electric fluid struck me in the right temple, 
singing the lashes of the right eye and burn- 
ing or scalding the face, rendering me uncon- 
scious for alittle time. The fo'lowing were 
the sensations and phenomena as 1 observed 
and remembered them: First, I felt myself 
enveloped in a sheet of perfectly white light, 
accompanied by a sense of suffocating heat. 

The light cowd be seen as well through 

the back of the head as with the eyes, and 
pure to extend several feet on all sides of 
then I experienced a sense of danger, 
po | tried to escape injury from my horse. 
Then followed a troubled dream, in which I 
was hauling a load of Lay in company with 
another person, and in spite of all the effort 
[ could make to avoid it the load of hay was 
sbout to fallon me. When in the dream 1 
made the last des aperete effort to spring from 
under the hay, 1 found myself standing on 
my feet. The first thing that I observed was 
that the cattie, in fright, were running from 
me,and next that stood in front of the 
prostrate horse. 
soe was a phenomenon | never had heard 
robably because 8 person near enough to 
i is most always rendered unconecious 
re long to make the observation. Judging 
from the distance the cattle bad to run, I was 
probably unconscious less than six seconds. 

Finding that the horse did not breathe, I 

proceeded to pull off the saddle and bridle, 
and then I felt a severe pain in my head, which 
continued for several hours, followed by sore- 
ness, which seemed to be in the substaace of 
the brain, with an inclination to inflammation, 
but at the end of a week no effects of the 
lightning were felt.

He was also the originator of the ratiwa 
system of Lower Onnaen, New Brunswick ‘cad 
Nova Scotia.
